JIn response the hospital contends 
that discrimination had no bearing 
in the selection process. It supplied 
statistics showing that the per- 
centage of minorities employed was 
increasing and exceeds，by a wide 
margin, the percentage of minorities 
in the communitypopulation. Kam 
argued that such a presentation 
demonstrates that the hospital is 
concerned with figures and goals 
rather than a sensitivity to minority 
problems.“Only three of 37 super- 
Visory positions ate filled by minori- 
ties,”he cited . 

The hospital claims it based its 
selection primarily on the candi- 
dates” communication Skills and 
mobility. While Kam allegedly 
“goes it alone” in his assignments， 
the selectee often consulted and 
communicated with his supervisors. 
While the selectee has a greater fre- 
quency of career movements，Kam 
has remained in the same geogra- 
phic area since he joined the hos- 
pital in 1967. 

Ronald 下、Witman，the EEO 
complaints Examiner who sustained 
Kam's charges of facial discrim- 
ination，stated that the bases of 
selection offered by the hospital did 
not merit the significance they were 
accorded. He cited，“One of the 
Positive attributes :of a person en- 
gaged in supervision is the ability 
to handle problems and to work 
independently.” Witnesses testified 
that Kam dealt as effectively with 
people both within and without the 


ofrganization as did the selectee. 


NO OPPORTUNITY 

Witman also cited that the lack of 
past moveiments by 玉 am does not 
indicate that he is immobile; rather， 
in the past, there has been 3a lack of 
opportunity and not a lack of desire. 

JIn concluding that the selection 
was based on discriminatory 
grotunds rather than on merit prin- 
ciples，Witman recommended that 
必 am be retroactively bromoted to 
the GS-12 position，effective March 
1973. 

However，Kenneth Meyer，acting 
assistant general counsel for the 
Veterans Administration，rejected 
the conclusions. On December 10， 
Meyer ruled thatthere is insufficient 
evidence to back Up the charges of 
racial discrimination. He cited that 
the record fails to show that the 
promotion brocess was in violation 
of regular procedures, or that 让 was 
in any way tainted with discrimin- 
ation becatse of trace or national 
Origin. 

He also stated that minorities 
occupy a very small number of 
sapervisory positions at GS-11 and 
above，not by design，but “as a 
result of the qualifications of the 
minorities employed.” 

Kam is filing a 名 rther appeal to 
the review-board of the Civil Service 
Commission in Washington D.C. He 
states that to do otherwise would be 
a Violation of his ethical standards. 
“Discrimination did and does exist 
and will continue to exist for as long 
as minority people allow themselves 
to be .discriminated against” he 
Said. 
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“The principle should be applauded，but the method is wrong,”sSsaid 
Colleen Wong in a passionate plea before the Board of Education last

NILITARY ACCUSED 
OF ASIAN GENOCIDE 


-The Chinese American Demo- 
cratic Club，Inc.，urged Congress 
Monday to investigate and put an 
end to all military research proj- 
ects on the so-called “ethnic weap- 
ons”designed to be harmful to 
only Asian peoples. 

In a jletter to senators Hiram 
FEong, Daniel Inouye， Alan Crans- 
ton and John Tunney and Con- 
gressman Phillip Burton,，L. Ling-- 
chi Wang，president of the club， 
cited a UEI story in which Dr. 
也 ammerschlag, aneurochemist 
with the City of Hope National 
Medical Center, accused the mili- 
tary of conducting at least two 
Such projecets: a study on the geo- 
graphic distribution of human 
blood types and inherited blood 
characteristics funded by the U.S. 
Army and a study on blood pro- 
teins of Asian peoples by the ad- 
Vanced research project agency of 
the Department of Defense. Dr. 
Hammerschlag made the accusa- 
tion at 3a press conference at the 
opening of the American Chemical 
Society'Ss national conference 
March 31. 

“As Asian .Americans，we are 
most flabbergasted and horrified 
by the report,”said Wang.“Such 
Fresearch projects could only -be 
conceived by sick and mindless 
persons，bent on committing 
wholesale genocide against a 以 
Asian peoples of the world. 

“Further, we are appalled by the 
fact that public funds are being 
used to conduet such treacherous 
and racist research,”Wang con- 
tinued.“This, we must conclude, is 
an inevitable extension of the 
same mentality that dragged us 
into the racist and genocidal war 


sole purpose of that war and now 
these weapons is to inflict perma- 
nent damage to， 寺 not to cause 
eventual extermination of the 
Asian peoples.” 

Wang urged prompt action by 
Congress on this type of research 
and expressed hope that Congress 
will set Up Some review Imecha- 
nisms to assure that no Such re- 
Search projects will be allowed in 
thefuture.

HISTORICAL NOTES 
ON THESHRIMP DAYS 


Dear 也 ditor: 

:2 (Ooncerning the' mentioning 
of Bernard Averbuch's book Crab 
Ts Kizg in the Chi-Am Corner 
March 20) one of two things has 
occurred: either Averbuch has 
misinterpreted the data on the 
shrimp fishery or you have mis- 
interpreted Averbuch，because 
the reason for the Chinese getting 
out of the shrimp business wasmnot 
discrimination but the disappear- 
ance of the shrimp. 

The reason TI am taking such a 
positive stand on this issue is be- 
cause TI have spent many years in 
producing 3a 360-page ms titled 
“The Chinese Shrimp Fishery in 
California” that will go to the Umii- 
versity of California Press this 
year. To Support my View， 让 
should be noted that the Chinese 
dominated the shrimp fishery for 
many.years after the imposition of 
aclosed season and the prohibition 
of bag net use. Mrs. Jennie Quok 
Lim managed the last Chinese 
shrimp fishing-company of any 
consequence，the Hunters Point 
Shrimp Co.，from 1946 to 1959. 
Frank Quan,， fishing out, of China 
Camp in Marin County, is probably 
still fishing for shrimp，The 


shrimp-shelling of which you wrote 


(EXW 2714/73) probably occurred 
long after the bag net prohibition 
had been lifted. David Chan， 
owner-manager of the Lincoln 
Shrimp Co.，founded in 1912 and 
still operating a few steps below 
the 也 /W office，can verify these 
statements. 

Diseriimnination did xzot drive the 
Chinese out of the shrimp busi- 
ness, but this is not to Say that dis- 
crimination was not a major factor 
in the industry. The shrimp fishery 
largely escaped the punitive legis- 
lation enacted between 1850 and 
1870 because the shrimp .fisher- 
men and their camps were remote 
from centers of non-Chinese popu- 
lation. All fisheries in the U.S. are 


regulated. It is unfortunate that 
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the attempts to regulate ti 
shrimp fishery were based on 
complete information and rat 
issues. The regulatory measures| 
the shrimp fishery can be cleail 
traced to two men，David S 划 
Jordan and his student, Norman 
Seceofield. These measures were 
calculated attempt to destroy 草 
fishery.

First, the letter: The statement 
that the federal government“was 
threatening to freeze all funds in 
the district”"”on account of the 了 av 
0、Nichols court decision is not 
exactly_ clear or accurate， What 
has happened is that HEW has 
already placed the district's appli- 


xcation for $3 million in ESAA. 


(了 mergency School Aid Acet) funds 
on“legal hold.”This hold resulted 
from a ruling by the Office of Civil 
Rights Compliance that San Fran- 
cisco Schools were out of compli- 
ance with the assurance that they 
did not discriminate against minor- 
ity Students. . . 

If the district were to wait for 
ESAA funds to be released in Sep- 
tember upon completion of a_ com- 
prehensive program to implement 
了 au 5、Nichols，then advanced 
planning and ftimely execution of 
the ESAA program (elementary 
jevel only) to facilitate desegrega- 
tion/integration of the schools 
would be seriously hampered. 
Hence the request for a waiver of 
the legal hold (by Acting Superin- 
tendent Lane DeLara). It will be 
interesting to see 这 the federal 
government will grant the waiver 
or use the legal hold as-a means to 
pressure the district into speedy 
compliance with 忆 ax 2. Nizcjo1s. 

Concerning the article . . . To be 
SUre，the points of view were di- 
vergent and sometimes overlapp- 
ing，yet they sounded a shrill 
warning: If Asian Americans 


don't define and communicate 


their individual ethnic interests 
and concerns to one another, they 
will not be able to create and build 
an effective coalition with the 
Strength to win monies and pro- 
grams to provide for the urgent 
needs of all Asian American school 
children， 

The Korean and Samoan de- 
mands that they be recognized on 
the basis'of parity in principle as 
well as in resource allocation re- 
flect a serious lack of coherent per- 
ception of common needs and goals 

..wWeused the term Asian Ameri- 
can to deceive other “Orientals” 
into Supporting what they thought 
was a common struggle. But when 
the time came for dishing out the 
resources，the deception became 
grossly apparent.... But in expos- 
ing and denouncing the hoax，the 
Koreans and Samoans should be 
prepared to work with all the 
ethnic groups faithfully and consis- 
tently. . . . No single group should 
be sacrificed at the expense of 
others，but neither should any 
group receive a disproportionate 
amount of funds and resources， 

.Ithink 过 occurred to quite a 
few people during the heated 
verbal exchanges .between panel- 
ists and audience that there is an 
unhealthy gap between so-called 
professional educators and com- 
munity people. . . . The trust that 


should exist between Asian Amer- 
icans and the community must not 
be established on the basis of a di- 
visive“we-they”attitude. But 
rather each should take the initia- 
tive in challenging the other's posi- 
tion on issues，in debating the 
merits of ideas; and in ironing out 
alternative proposajls. .. . 

TI don't feel the Symposium ever 
really got into an in-depth explana- 
tion and discussion of the intrica- 
cies of ESL7VBilingal education， 
Asian -American studies and 
sources of funding; that probably 
was due to time limitations . . . 
{but) for those who were there， we 
got a Sobering taste of what 让 
means to participate in the politics 
of defining ourselves and in the 
politics of getting _ together. The 
process is never quite easy and the 
results are never absolutely con- 
clusive. We just have to keep 
working on both.

Board of Educafion Blasfed 
For Inacftion on Cour+ Ruling 


Chinese for Affirmative Acetion 
(CAA) yesterday accused the San 
Francisco Board of 了 ducation of 
“short:changing”at least 10,000 
students of non-English-speaking 
orlimited English background and 
for taking“no affirmative steps” to 
fashion the“appropriate relief" for 
these children:as required by the 
U.S. Supreme Court almost three 
months ago. 

On January 21，1974，the Su- 


preme Court in the 厂 a .Nichogs 
-case Unanimously ruled that the 


San 了 rancisco school system il- 
legally discriminated against 1,800 
non-English-speaking Chinese 
American students by failing to 
help them surmount the language 
handicap，thereby denying them 
“a meaningful opportunity to par- 


| ticipate in the pubjic educational 


Prfogram”( 卫 /W 1/23/74). The Su- 
preme Court's action sent the case 
back to the U.S. District Court in 
San Francisco with the order that 
“appropriate relief” be required， 
meaning that the School district is 
under court order to submit a plan 
tothe District Court for approval. 

世 .Ling-chi Wang，a Spokesman 
for CAA, specifically made the 
following charges: 

1. The Board of 也 ducation has 
taken no action and made no plan 
to effectively meet the mandate of 
the Supreme Court; 

2. The board, to date， has made 
no _ attempt :on 让 S Oowiito solicit 
ideas and 记 pu 地 三 Om p 坏 ents an 
conceriied citi76nhs“as Oo how the 
board could best meet the man- 
date of the Court; 

3. The board has so _far ignored 
innovative ideas and concrete pro- 
posals from concerned citizens and 
parent groups Such as the S.F. 
Human Rights Commission，Coali- 
tion for 了 ftective Schools，Asian 
了 Education Caucus, community and 


.teachers organizations，and Bay 


Area radio and television stations; 

4. The board has been deliber- 
ately kept ignorant on what its 
staff is doing or notrdoing and has 
been effectively- shut off from 
activities at state and federal 
levels relative to the Court deci- 
Sioni 

5. The board has even failed to 
comply with a simple State 了 duca- 
tion Code; requiring the District to 
conduct an annual census of stu- 
dents of limited and non-Pnglish 
background by April 1; and 

6. The board's inaction already 
has caused the San Franciseco 
School system to lose a rare oppor- 
tunity to seek available federal 
funds for bilingual education and 
has placed the District in a posi- 
tion most vulnerable to lose all its 
existing federally funded pro- 
grams due to non-compliance with 
Title VI of the Civil Rights Acet of 


1964 and the order of the U.S. Su- . 


preme Court. 

BOARD'S ATTITUDE 
”We are prepared to bacek up 
these charges with evidence and 
documents, said Wang:. “Arvail- 
abjle evidence shows that the atti- 


.tude amid poliey of the board 


toward the non- 了 nglish-speaking 
children have not changed in spite 
of thefindings and order of the Su- 
preme-Court. 

“We consider this _ attitude de- 
plorable and irresponsible, 这 not 
outright contemptuous toward the. 
order of the Supreme Court,” 
= Wangcharged…Obviouslythe 


board does not eonsider the educa-- 


tional needs- of Chinese,， Spanish， 
Korean, Pilipino,，Japanese and 
Samoan speaking children a mat- 
ter of high priority. 

“It is already bad enough for the 
District to be called an 'embarrass- 
ment by the State Superintendent 
Wilson Riles. If the board does not 
get moving on this matter，citizens 
may have to seek contempt cita- 
tions against the board or sue the 
District for damage. 

“We urge the board to adopt 
without any further delay the 
broadly supported proposal to cre- 
ate a_ Citizens Task Force for Bi- 
lingual 也 ducation to develop 'a 
city-wide master plan for bilin- 
gual/bicultural education” ( 卫 /W 
2/13/74). 

In response，Raymond Del Por- 


tillo，director of the school dis- 


trict's bilingual education pro- 
grams, said that his sta 妊 has been 
conducting a Survey of what chil- 
dren are or are not being served. 
Until the survey is completed，he 
said, the district cannot begin real 
planning. The survey was held up 
during the teacher strike，he ex- 
plained. 

“Nonetheless，” he Said, “every 
youngster will be served by next 
fall in one way or another.”

Imrmigration is a primary con- 
cern of Jack Chow. He speaks bit- 
terly of the days before World 
War II when Chinese were treated 
as _ Second-class_ citizens，Chinese 
were denied naturalization, held in 
detention camps on Angel Island

cisco, and were prevented，before 
July 1，1924,from bringing their 
wives into the country. Before the 
war, if a white immigration officer 
was seen talking to a Chinese，he 
probably would have been suspect- 
ed of bribery-by his superiors and 
promptly reprimanded or trans- 
ferred. 
HOLY HEEL 

Chow also complains that for 
many years Chinese in detention 
awaiting determination of their 
cases for admission could not even 
twet out on bail, some having been 
detained for as long as several 
years. “TI raised holy hell about 
that,”he says. But he feels that 
the U.S. Immigration Service does 
a much better job now.“They are 
fair and they apply the laws 
equally to everyone. They have 
removed most of the inequalities 
and remember the Irish and Ital-

Aruling by a Hong Kong immi- 
gration officer has _ indirectly im- 
peded Hong Kong refugees from 
joining relatives here，and Chow 
has lobbied with Senator Hiram 
Fong and Congressman Jerome 
Waldie to intercede with the U.S. 
Immigration Service to change 
this situation. 

The Hong 天 ong director of immi- 
gration has ruled that refugees 
who have-lived for seven years in 
Hong 必 ong can remain in Hong 
Kong indefinitely. The U.S. regu- 
lation reads,“A person who flees 
from his country because of perse- 


eution and is firmly resettled in a 


second country is not eligible to 
come to the United States as a con- 
ditional entrant.”The U.S. Immi- 
gration Service ruled such persons 
have thus been resettled and 
therefore are not refugees. 
RESETTLED 

Chow' argues，however，that 
“firmly resettled”does not only 
means the person has stayed in 
Hong Kong. It should'provide that 
his_ economic and financial condi- 
tion is taken into account. -If the 
person “has been living in impov- 
erished conditions,， that person 
certainly has not been firmly re- 
settled,” he says. The present rul- 
ing makes these unfortunate pec-

Jason Wong, former director of 
the Long Beach Museum of Art， is 
director of the visual arts division 
for the 也 xpo 74 World's Fair， 
which will run May 4 to November 
3inSpokane Washington.

DESPERATION 

Yet some 18,000 persons received 
food in the 27 hours that the church 
opened its doors for distribution 
March 17，18，and 19.“A lot of 
people went home happy,”said Lau, 
Of the disturbances, he said,“Most 
people who wanted food, got it and 
left. There were hungry people, not 
people necessarily committed to vio- 
lence. It was desperation that crea- 
ted the chaos.” 

The experience showed Lau, more 
than anything, the existence of hun- 
ger in Chinatown“Ithink we did a 
hell of a good job helping the 
commtunity， People are grateful; 
they even stop me on the stteet and 
thank me,”he said. 

Lau was happy with the work of 
most of the volunteers，““They 
demonstrated compassion,, working 
together to help the people.
